desire to represent them in the association. 

2. The members thus chosen will be denominated the Flint 
River Primitive Bapitst Association. 

3. This association will have a moderator and Bork, who 
will be chosen hy the members present, and continue in Office 
until others are elected. , 

4. We believe that each church is a sovereign and fully 
clothed by the Great Head of the church with authority to ex- 
ecute gospel discipline and cannot transmit ber business to any 
other body for consideration and final adjustment. Therefore. 
we, as an association, declare that we will not receive from any 
church any disciplinary auestion to be discussed or adjusted. 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted in this associa 
tion they may do so by making application to the association 
and being constituted by an orthodox prespytery and having 
the fellowship of orderly sister churches of this union and will 
be manifested by the moderator extending ane messengers the 
right band of fellowship. 

6. Every motion seconded should command the observa- 
tion of the association unless it be withdrawn by the one who 
made it, 

7. We desire to keep up a chain of correspondence with 
all orderly Primitive Baptist associations. 

8. This association has the right to amend these rules 
when the majority of the union shall deem it necessary. 

9. This association may adjourn to any time or place she 
may think proper, and to have the minutes of each association 
printed if necessary. 

10. These rules have no jurisdiction over the churches 
whatever, but are to govern the members while present for the 
purpose of preserving order in the house of God, cultivating 
acquaintance, keeping up a chain of correspondence, doing all 


things decently andin order and striving for the things that 


make for peace..
